Speaking of the 
Bicentennial Gold Cup, 
Pele expressed the firm 
hope that there will be 
plenty of goals on show 
for the Australian 
crowds.

JIM PATIKAS has returned to Athens with 
the best wishes of the Australian Soccer 
community, for the job he did in helping 
the Socceroos to a place in the Seoul 
Olympic Games finals. 

After all the problems of leaving AEK to play 
and the subsequent court action by the club, 
things have settled down for him. 

AEK think so much of their Greek Australian 
striker that they have placed him on a three year 
contract, which began on July 1. 


Which speaks volumes for his ability, as AEK 
are invariably close to the top of the Greek First 
Division. 

Unquestionably the big news in the Patikas 
household is the birth of their son, Aris at Syd- 
ney’s St George Hospital on July 27. 

Wife Denise and baby will fly on to Athens 
when cleared by the doctor in about three months 
time. 

Patikas called in to see ASW staff before leav- 
ing for Greece. 

Questioned on Australia’s chance of big 
performances in the Bicentennial Gold Cup, he 
replied: “The boys have had quite some time 
together. 

“Despite the quality of the opposition, they 
know what international football is all about. 

“Ym sure they can put up a performance that 
will do Australia proud, and then be ready for the 
Olympics.” 


Having been in so much hot water with AEK 
over his trip out for the Olympic Games qual- 
ifying matches, the chances of his representing 
Australia again in the foreseeable future are quite 
remote. 

Of fellow Australians now in Greece, he said: 
“Lou Hristodoulou has done extremely well to 
find a place in midfield with Panathinaikos. 

“Chris Kalantzis has a much bigger problem, 

he is in the club’s squad. 

“Greek clubs play with two strikers, and the 
current Panathinaikos strikers could command a 
place in most absolute top teams anywhere 
around the world.”

Paul Trimboli’s remarkable potential

SOONER or later young South Melbourne 
Hellas star Paul Trimboli was destined to 
become a national team player. 

Throughout a spectacular career with Brighton, 
the AIS and Sunshine George Cross, this most 
exciting of young players has had class stamped 
indelibly on his play. 

As former George Cross assistant coach and Soc- 
ceroo great Jimmy Rooney told me: “You could 
always tell he was something special.”” 

As it has transpired, Trimboli’s selection at just 19 
years of age brought him into the Socceroo squad 
sooner than possibly he expected to be. 

But one can hardly question his elevation. 

His club coach Brian Garvey has nurtured his 
young crop, Trimboli has bloomed as the rest of the 
team has blossomed around him. 

South Melbourne has become the most watchable 
team in Melbourne this year, even if the rough edges 


j haven't been taken off quite yet. 


Although Trimboli has quite aways to go, he too 
has become a symbol, if not the defintive symbol, of 
the Hellas r-surgence.

The team excites but when Trimboli is on the ball 
there is ways a sense of unmistakable expectation in 
the crowd.

THE board of directors of the NSW Federa- 
tion has invited its affiliated clubs, who 
participate in the West End National Soc- 
cer League, to attend a meeting. 

The meeting has been convened to consult with 
these clubs about the restructuring of semi-professio- 
nal football in NSW. 

The reorganisation which is to take place is in 
accordance with the Federation’s Strategic Develop- 
ment Plan, which was presented at the last annual 
general meeting in December 1987. 

As the restructuring of the NSW competitions will 
have a substantial impact on the future direction of 
the code, the directors considered it opportune to 
seek the views of the NSW clubs involved currently in 
the West End National Soccer League.

but he does have those same elusive qualities, the 
same balance and the same deadly close skills. 

Footscray’s Gary Van Egmond is one man who's 
had the dubious pleasure of trying to stop the Trim- 
boli menace in club Soccer. 


“He’s the type of player that can score given just 
half a chance”, says Van Egmond. 

“You just can’t allow him any space because he 
can turn so quickly.” 

John Gardiner introduced Trimboli to the NSL 
with Sunshine George Cross last season. 

The canny George Cross boss says Trimboli im- 
pressed him from the first time he saw him. 

“But I felt when he was at the AIS he would 
benefit from the full-time training at the Institute”, 
Gardiner explained. 


“In the youth league finals he stood out, and I was 
very interested at having the boy at George Cross. 

“We persisted with him (in the senior team) longer 
than normal, but after a while he was starting to take 
all the knocks and handled them alright. 

“Once he overcame the problems he had an ex- 
ceptional second haif of the year.” 

“T'll be very surprised if he doesn’t go on to play 
for Australia.”

“T suppose over re- 
cent matches only Frank 
Farina has stood out a 
little, the rest work away 
at their games to turn 
out a strong combined 
effort.” 

Most of the current 
Socceroos have had li- 
mited experience play- 
ing against the giants of 
South American foot- 
ball. 

Jennings saw service 
against Brazilian club 
side Vasco da Gama, 
and went to Paraguay in 
1979 with the Australian 
Youth team, along with 
Alan Davidson. 

On the club front, 
Jennings is happy with 
the way Sydney Croatia 
is going, although a ten 
game unbeaten run was 
cut short by a remark- 
able recovery by Bruns- 
wick Juventus. 

Croatia has a 
tremendously difficult 
end of season run of 
matches, and is yet to 
face South Melbourne, 
Marconi, St George and 
Wollongong, the last 
three being at home.

! anticipated it and it happened. 


I opened my big 
mouth and singled out 
Footscray JUST for a bit 
of stick. 


I knew I'd cop it and 
as certainly as the sun 
rises in the morning, I 
did — in great, big 
pieces. 

But I refuse to take 
back anything I said ab- 
out Footscray’s ground 
in ASW last week. 


Schintler Reserve is, 
although it’s not on it’s 
own in the NSL, sub- 
standard and not even 
close to being up to what 
we should expect from a 
National League club in 
the 1980's. 


I'm not anti the club 
and the last thing I want 
is for a club so steeped 
in tradition and so well 
regarded for its football 
excellence to be out of 
the league. 


Until this week when 
I put my foot in it I’ve 
always enjoyed watch- 
ing ‘Plavi’ and enjoyed a 
healthy relationship 
with most people at the 
club. 


The only genuine 
argument I’ve listened 
to against what I said of 
Schintler Reserve last 
week is that the ground 
is Footscray’s “traditio- 
nal home” and that 
fans have faithfully sup- 


ported the team there 
for 20 years. 
And fair enough too. 


But the point is this: 
The ground hasn’t im- 
proved one little bit in 
terms of spectator facili- 
ties in the decade I’ve 
been visiting the place. 

In the same period 
home attendances have 
dropped from an aver- 
age of around 4,500 to 
well under 3,000. 

Just as in the previous 
decade support gradual- 
ly whittled away from 
the halcyon days of the 
1960's. 

And just as it will con- 
tinue to whittle away as 
the ‘traditional suppor- 
ter’ gets either too old to 
bother or, quite literal- 
ly, dies off. 

Who is going to re- 
place the die-hard fans 
who will go in any 
weather and who do 
tolerate the sub-stan- 
dard facilities just to 
watch their beloved 
‘Plavi’? 

The grass-root fans 
will not be around for 
ever and sports fans in 
the jet-age simply will 
not replace them. 

I don’t even midly dis- 
like Footscray JUST — 
Jong may it thrive in the 
NSL. 

I disagree with people 
who can’t be bothered 
seeing the wood for the 
trees. 


OST Australians have had no con- 
"a with South American foot- 
ball. 


For those in that category but who have either a 
passionate or a passing interest in Soccer football, 
that omission is about to be remedied. 

At its peak there is no more entertaining football in 
the world than that provided by Brazil and Argentine 
- as many Australians who have South American 
backgrounds or follow the world scene can readily 
vouch, 

Argentina is first to get the Bicentennial Gold Cup 
on the road, when they meet skilful Saudi Arabia at 
Football Park in Adelaide tonight (Wednesday). 

Saudi Arabia has had a checkered career since 
arriving in Australia, but it must be said that the 
more trial games they have had the more they have 
settled in. 

On Thursday night Australia gets its baptism of 
fire with the game against favourites Brazil at Mel- 
bourne’s Olympic Park, and what an occasion that 
will be. 

Next, on to Sydney for Saturday’s Australia-Saudi 
Arabia clash at Parramatta Stadium. : 

Melbourne fans - who, like Sydney, have a large 
and keen South American population - will witness a 
scintillating Argentina-Brazil clash in all its glories at 
their Olympic Park headquarters on Sunday. 

Given a last minute publicity burst, then the capi- 
tal of Australian rules will see an event that will give 
the local population an indication of what the real 
world football is all about. 

Four more big occasions follow - in Melbourne, 
Sydney, Canberra and culminating in the glittering 


; Bicentennial Gold Cup final on Sunday week at 


Sydney Football Stadium. 

The general Australian sporting public for the 
most part is so naive, even in the Bicentennial year, 
with so few realising that they have an event in front 
| of them of unbelievable magnitude. 

Fancy an event of such size that live televsion goes 
out to 56 countries around the world. 

But that is in the nature of Association football, as 
it affects South America, Asia, Europe, Africa. 

Leaving aside many of the established players of 
Argentina and Brazil, the Austraian Soccer public is 


5 about to see some of the up and coming superstars 
b who will figure strongly in the outcome of the 1990 


World Cup. 

There is no doubt that the games in this series 
should not be missed. They should provide a right 
royal Bicentennial occasion. 

For the Socceroos there is more to the series - 
outstanding though it is - than is involved in the 
tournament itself. 

At the back of their minds will be the run through 
to the Seoul Olympic finals, which represents yet 
another big forward march for Australian Soccer. 


Queensland conducts 


management survey 


A WORKSHOP which could decide the 
future direction of Queensland Soccer, will 
be held at Perry Park next month. 

The Queensland Soccer Federation had engaged 
marketing and management consultants Touche Ross 
to complete a report on Soccer in Queensland, and 
the workshop will be the main focus in the company’s 
assessment of the code. 

Representatives from all sections of Queensland 
Soccer have been invited to attend the day-long 
workshop, on Saturday, August 13. 


Mr Ian Cooke, from Touche Ross, said it would 
the opportunity for people to say what they think. 

“It is very important that we get people from every 
section including seniors, juniors, women, admi- 
nistration, coach, referees, the media and spectators. 


“If any group doesn’t send a representative then 
perhaps they are just not interested in the code and as 
such should not have a say in the running of it,” he 
said. 


Those who attend the workshop will be divided 
into smaller discussion groups from which ideas and 
suggestions will be ied. 

“I would like to see at least 50 and up to 70 people 
there,” Cooke said. 


After the workshop, Touche Ross expect to deliver 
a report highlighting Queensland Soccer’s strengths 
and weaknesses within six weeks. 

The QSF is expected to use the report to formulate 
policies for future years and determine whether to 
seek a replacement for QSF marketing and promo- 
tions officer Mark Gardner, who resigned last 
month. 


“Tt is very important that we get as wide a cross 
section of Soccer representatives as possible. This is a 
chance for everyone in Soccer to be involved,” said 
QSF president Ian Brusasco. . 

Those wishing to attend the workshop are asked to 
pre-register with the QSF office at Perry Park. 


— SOCCEROO CRINO SWITCHES SIDES 


HAD you told the 10-year-old street foot- 
ball star that 15 years later he'd be lining 
up against his universally worshipped 
Argentina national team for another coun- 
try he would never have believed it. 


Oscar Crino, the 25 
year old Footscray and 
Socceroo midfield ace 
had never heard of Aus- 
tralia in those heady 
childhood days in sub- 
urban Buenos Aires. 

Football, passionately 
loved by all, more than 
even religion, in South 
American, is a way of 
life in Argentina as it is 
in any other South 
American nation you 
like to name. 

Every youngster 
wants to be a football 
star. 


That’s the environ- 
ment Crino, arguably 
our finest Socceroo star, 
learnt his undeniable 
skills. 

Unlike our often pam- 
pered, results-at-all- 
costs attitude to junior 
Soccer, South American 
kids are brought up with 
new equipment, Wemb- 
ley-like playing fields 
and ever present, often 


over demanding 
parents. 
“Wee organised 


ourselves to play foot- 


ball wherever and 
whenever possible with 
only the occasional fan 
around to encourage 
us,” says Crino of those 
early, formative years. 

“There was no press- 
ure, only encourage- 
ment in these games 
played with great 
Passion. 

“We usually played in 
dusty back streets with a 
small rubber ball. 

“The biggest problem 
was that the ball often 
went over the fences and 
we disturbed residents 
during their siesta. 

“They would cut up 
the ball in anger and 
we'd have to improvise 
further by making a ball 
out of paper, old cloth- 


ing or whatever we 
could find.” 

One of Crino’s team 
mates in those early 
“‘street leagues’’ was 
Dario Siviski, one of the 
current stars of Argenti- 
nian football, and listed 
by the Argentinian 
Football Association as 
one of the tourists to 
Australia.

Liddell pedals back to fitness 


comeback and singlehandedly save them. I don’t 


THE comeback of former Queensland and 
Brisbane Lions captain Frank Liddell has 


been delayed. 


Liddell badly injured his knee in Lions’ home 
match with Preston on April 17 and had hoped to 
return playing in the match against South Mel- 


bourne last Sunday. 


But special tests on Liddell’s legs last week re- 
vealed that most ligaments and muscles were back 
within 15 percent of their full capacity, several cru- 
cial areas were still operating at 30 percent below 
maximum. And when coming back from a knee 
injury, at 30 percent down, the risk factor is alar- 


mingly high. 


“T desperately want to get back on the field, but 
after talking to the specialist I realised I had every- 
thing to lose and very, very little to gain by rushing 


back,” Liddell said. 


“It has been so frustrating sitting on the sidelines 
and seeing the team struggle against relegation, but 
I would be kidding myself if I thought I could 


think there is a defender in the world who could do 


that. 


“The best thing I can do for myself and the club is 
to get the knee right and then apply myself to 
whatever position they are in at the time.” 

Liddell was worked tirelessly in his rehabilitation 
of his knee, the first major injury he has had in a 
long and distinguished career which included a 
lengthy premier division spell with hearts. 

In addition to weekly physiotherapy and gymna- 
sium sessions, including three a week in his lunch- 
hour, Liddell has set up a home-training program. 

He pedals an exercise bike while watching TV and 
lifts a weighted shoe while sitting reading. “Any 
Spare moment I get I do some kind of exercise to get 
the knee right,” Liddell said. 

With the Lions defence in disarray this year, 
Lions are hoping Liddell can get back as soon as 


possible, 


Meanwhile he has taken the hot seat as club

The notice of motion 
will be put to the special 
meeting to finalise details 
to accommodate Brisbane 
Lions back in the Queens- 
land XXXX League 


should they be relegated 
from the NSL, as now 
appears highly likely. 

As the QSF constitu- 
tion now stands, Lions 
automatically are entitled 
to a place back in the pre- 
mier Queensland com- 
petition. 

But under the present 
tules, should they return, 
and another Queensland 
team fails to win the NSL 
promotion play-offs, the 
XXXX League next year 
would be a 13-team 


‘The QSF management 
committee is vehemently 
opposed not only to ex- 
panding its top competi- 


tion but also having a bye 
in its major league. 

To overcome the prob- 
lem, the management 
committee has put up the 
notice of motion, which if 
made constitutional, will 
see two rather than one 
team relegated from the 
XXXX League this sea- 
son should Lions return. 

Had the notice of mo- 
tion been put to a special 
general meeting at the be- 
ginning of the season, 
when all clubs were confi- 
dent of a bold showing, it 
probably would have easi- 
ly gained the needed 75 
percent majority to be- 
come constitutional. 


But now, two weeks 
into the second half of the 
season, the vote may not 
be as clearcut. 

The matter is made 
worse in that there are as 
many teams clustered at 
the bottom of the table as 
there are fighting for a 
top five berth. And the 
introduction of three 
points for a win means 
teams as high as fifth- 
placed Taringa are still 
not completely safe from 
telegation if two teams 
are cut. 

Under the QSF con- 
stitution, the full mem- 
bers, being the 24 teams 
in the top two divisions, 


have two yotes each. The 
remaining 39 lower divi- 
sion clubs and affiliates 
have a single vote. 

As the affiliates are ex- 
pected to abstain, that 
means 88 votes will have 
to be cast if all attend. If 
just 22 vote against the 
notice of motion, it will 
be defeated. And that is if 
there is 100 percent 
attendance. 

If the past is an indica- 
tion there will always be a 
handful of absentees, and 
these usually do not in- 
clude the “‘no” voters. 

QSF executive director 
Alan Vessey concedes 
that the numbers suggest 


it could be a close vote, 
but adds that he hopes 
commonsense will 
prevail. 

“If the clubs consider 
the alternatives, then I 
think they will realise the 
notice of motion deserves 
solid support,’’ Vessey 
said. 

But that may not be the 
case. Ipswich United and 
Redlands, the two most- 
threatened clubs on cur- 
rent XXXX League plac- 
ings, already have said 
they will vote against the 
notice of motion. 

Rochedale and Croatia 
are yet to discuss the mat- 
ter at club level, but on 


their current placings it 
seems unlikely they 
would back moves which 
seriously threaten their 
XKXXX League survival. 

Those four represent 
eight votes and it would 
only take a few more full 
members to join them 
and a few lower division 
swingers to join in, and 
the 22 needed votes may 
be found. 

And those with their 
ears to the ground in 
Queensland Soccer real- 
ise that the repercussions 
of a defeated notice of 
motion could be greater 
than even the “no” voters 
Tealise.

Australia, however, 
was dropped to third 
place on goal difference, 
and their battle against 
China the top team from 
Group A, proved to be an 
unforgettable experience. 

After such a hectic start 
to the tournament, the 
task of defeating the 
Chinese before a home 
crowd of more than 
30,000 seemed too great 
for a relatively inexperi- 
enced Aussie side.

NIGERIA's Olympic team clinched a place in the 
quarter-finals of the President's Cup football tourna- 
ment despite a 1-0 deeat to the Soviet Union in their 
final group game.
